A  fleet  of  eii<ht  Riant  U)iiiliinK 
j  plane.'!  darkened  the  .skies  over  Ki- 
angwan.s  northwest  .sector  and  set 
loose  the  rain  of  blows  that  made 
the  ground  fairly  tremble.  They 
used  aso-pound  niasilaa  la  their  at- 
tempt to  obliterate  the  Ohineee  de- 
fences and  open  a  way  for  the 
Japaneee  to  enter  the  beleaguered 
village.

ORDER  GENERAL  ADVANCE 
After  the  planes  had  flown  up 
and  down  the  Chinese  lines,  .sys- 
tematically bombing  them,  the 
Japanese  batteries  again  opened 
fire  and  a  general  advance  of  ar- 
mored cars,  tanks  and  infantry  was 
ordered.

ward  100  yards. 

The  huge  planes  repeated  the 
dash  over  the  Chinese  llne-s  until 
their  two  bombs  each  had  been 
hurled  against  tlie  entrenched 
Chinese. 

When  the  attack  was  completed, 
the  entire  area  was  daritaaed  by 
the  dirt,  nnd  dii.st  hurled  Skywaid. 
TOY  LIKE  MISSILES 

The  bombers  departed  and  several 
smaller  planes  appeared  high  above 
the  line.  They  began  dropping 
smaller  raisalles.  which,  in  com- 
parison with  the  enormous  expkis- 
ivFs  of  the  flnt  onriaiight,  saaaaad 

like  tojrs.

TO  INVADE  CHAFEI 
NOT  FAR  TO  SEEK

A  few  score  civlUans  cheered  them 
in  the  teeet^  They  took  their  sta- 
tions along  North  aaaefauen  Road, 
at  the  mouths  of  the  alleyways  that 

led  into  Chapel,  the  Chinese  city. 

At  midnight  they  advanced.  As 
the  first  man  showed  himself  in 
those  black,  clovse-walled  death 
walks,  the  alleys  on  Uie  border,  the 
Chinese  opened  a  murderous  fire 
from  concealed  machine  guns  and 
cuaalBglg.kiddBn  snipers'  nests.  The 
losses  amongrt  tha  bluajackets  wars 
heavy.  I  saw  BMn  redlag  out  of 
those  alleys,  clutching  their  faces, 
their  stomachs.  I  heard  them  whim- 
pering in  the  darkness  .  .  .  for 
one  could  only  .see  in  the  momentary 
flashes  of  explosion-s  or  when  a 
tongue  of  flame  broke  from  nearby 
hou.ses  already  alight,  "nian  Was 
a  carnage  at  some  spots. 

ASSUMFTION  WAS  RIOHT 
We  knew  then  that  the  Japanese 
had  been  right  in  their  a.s.sumptton 
that  the  Chlne.se  had  been  fortify- 
ing the  Chapel  border  along  the 
settlement.  We  knew  they  had 
massed  troops  there  to  repel  an  ad- 
vance and  to  enter,  when  they  were 
fully  prepared,  the  foreigit  oonees- 
alen  in  order  to  drive  the  Japanese 
Into  the  sea.  We  realised,  too,  what 
that  would  have  meant.  They  would 
have  met  the  resistance  of  British 
and  American  regulars.  It  would 
have  been  a  proper  mess  Bui  that 
may  tome  later.  Already  certain 
detachments  of  foreign  trooi).s  have 
engaged  Cantonese  who  have  at- 
tempted to  cross  Suchow  Creek. 

Only  they  had  started  and  found 
the  strength  of  the  Cblnese  line  op- 
posed to  them  eo  formidable,  the 
Japanese  endeavored  to  Cbnaolldate 
their  position  on  that  fhrst  morning. 
But  the  Chinese  had  no  intention 
of  allowing  them  to  remain  on  Cha- 
pel grounds.  Tliev  sent  out  a 
counter-offensive  which  bent  the 
Japanese  back  Their  pitifully  thin 
and  rapidly  dwindling  cordon  across 
the  concession  boundary  fought  like 
mad.  But  the  Chinese  were  hun- 
dreds against  a  handful  8o  It  was 
that  Japanese  naval  seaplanes  went 
out  and  bombed  Chapel.  So  it  was 
they  halted,  for  a  moment,  the  ap- 
proaching menace  of  the  Cnntone.se 
massed  attack.  llial  that  was 
planned  for  Januarv  HO  we  know 
today.  And  at  the  time  of  writing 
It  Is  anticipated  momentarily. 
A  SMOULDERING  RUIN 
Chapel  Ls  a  smouldering  ruin  all 
along  North  Boundary  Road,  oppo- 
.site  tjie  British  and  Ru.s,siaii  volun- 
teer corps  lines  Bombs  have  In- 
flicted terrible  damage  there.  Hun- 
dreds have  been  left  homeless  and 
scores  have  died.  But  ihe  Cantonese 
are  undaunted.  They  are  fearless 
fighters.  Tlasy  aia  aoewitemed  to 
the  sound  of  bonibe,  the  tremble  of 
the  earth  under  the  shock  of  high 
explosives  and  the  screams  of 
wo\mded  men  They  lie  behind  their 
sandbag  emplacements  and  calmly 
continue  to  resist  their  enemies.

That 
was  two  days  before  Be  told  us  in 
the  House  that  those  men  were  still 
wlthont  their  pay;  that  their  wages 
had  not  l)een  paid,  and  that  he 
tried  to  compel  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment to  take  some  action  In  the 
matter.  Thus  clipping  from  Ed- 
monds, which  is  dated  February  8 
or  two  days  before  he  moved  tht 
adjournmen'  of  the  Hou.se  to  dis- 
cuss a  matter  of  urgent  public  im- 
portance, states: 

WAGES  PAID 

"'By  the  receipt  from  Victoria  ol 
a  cheque  for  tl'i.OtXi.  the  Hurnal)\ 
financial  situation  iia.s  ea.sed  some- 
what. Wages  due  to  municipal 
workers  of  the  outside  gangs  and 
arrears  due  to  relief  worinrs  wert 
paid  this  morning.  This  afternoon 
Treasurer  R.  Bolton  will  go  into  the 
matter  of  paying  January  aalartee 
to  the  Municipal  Hall  staff  and 
teachers.  He  Is  of  the  opinion  that 
with  the  money  received  from  the 
Oovernment  and  advance  payment 
of  taxe^,  there  will  be  sulficient 
funds  to  make  thes,'  pnyin(  nts  " 

Mr.  Barber  also  read  a  report 
concerning  the  Municipality  of 
Surrey,  in  which  the  reeve  of  that 
municipality  "abaolved  the  Provin- 
cial Government  of  all  blame  In 
oonnectlon  with  unemployment  re- 
lief trouble." 

Continuing,  he  dealt  with  the 
general  situation,  .saying  "The  situ- 
ation is  altogether  too  serious  for 
one  lo  indulge  in  cheap  political 
claptrap  that  our  honorable  friends 
have  baan  handing  out  la  the  House 
on  more  than  one  ocoaaton,  The 
financial  situation,  as  It  exista  in 
British  Coltmibia  and  other  prov- 
inces, Ls  not  what  we  would  desire. 
The  finances  of  our  province  as 
well  as  that  of  others,  of  the  Do- 
minion as  a  whole  and  of  other 
countries,  have  been  affected  by  the 
world-wide  economic  depression. 
The  paqple  of  Brttiah  Oolumbta  wUi 
agree  that  the  preaant  llnanrial 
troubles  In  that  iHmlnce  do  not  all 
lie  at  the  door  of  the  Conservative 
partgr. 

LIBERAL  WASTE 
"We  had  a  Liberal  party  in  power 
in  that  province  for  twelve  years 
and,  to  a  great  extent,  they  are  re 
sponsible  for  the  financial  situation 
just  as  the  former  Liberal  Govern- 
ment in  the  Federal  Parliament 
were  rcsix)n&ible  for  the  railway 
situation  that  we  have  at  the  pres- 
ent time.  As  I  said,  we  had  a  Lib-

Of  Japan  to  imi  mi  ond      ttM  boyeott  by  the 

Chinese  of  Japanese  K'i'>ds.  Japan  herself  lias 
ofBdall^  made  it,  known  that  her  military  in- 
eunioD  Is  to  onforee  roiitoct  fw  her  natkmala 
and  her  proijerty  In  China.  The  i?iurder  of 
Japanese  natlooali  and  the  destruction  of 
Japanese  property  were  the  Immetflato  eainet  of 
the  landing  of  Japanese  marines.  It  is  true  that 
the  boycott  of  Japanese  goods  was  a  medium  of 
Inflaaiiac  Ohlneee  pubUe  opinion  In  the  Shang- 
hai area;  It  afforded  the  ruffianly  elemant  a 
pretext  for  overt  acts  of  aggression.  The  authorl- 
tlea.were  unable  to  xepreu  this  element  and  so 
Japan  took  the  task  Into  her  own  hands. 

It  Is  only  necessary  to  look  back  a  lew  years 
to  remember  that  in  1987  the  Chinese  declared 
a  boye(;ti.  an  British  goods.  That  was  a  part  and 
parcel  of  their  campaign  aipainst  all  foreigners. 
In  that  year  British  residents  were  assaulted  on 
the  streets  of  Shanghai  and  British  property  was 
destroyed.  The  Chinese  even  went  to  the  length 
of  beheading  their  own  compatriots  who  were 
not  in  sympathy  wtttk  ttie  boycott.  Britain  sent 
thousand*  of  troops  to  Shanghai  to  protect  her 
nationals,  and  the  anti-British  movement  sub- 
sided. 

When  the  boycott  against  Japan  was  declared 
the  nifflanly  element  in  Shanghai  took  advan- 
tage of  the  situation.  Japanese  were  killed; 
Japaneee  property  was  looted  and  destroyed. 
The  International  Police  failed  to  restore  order. 
Then  Japan  landed  marines  who  were  fired  on 
by  the  Chinese.  That  was  an  overt  act  of  war, 
although  the  Chinese  still  maintain  that  they 
are  not  at  war  with  Japan  although  they  are 
putting  all  their  available  troops  Into  the  fight- 
ing area  of  Shanghai.  The  boycott  as  such  is 
not  the  reason  Japan  iias  sent  a  punitive  expedi- 
tion to  the  Shanghai  front.  The  cause  is  a  much 
more  serious  one.  Although  other  nations  may 
look  askance  at  the  action  of  Japan  there  Is  no 
denying  that  Japan  is  fighting  the  battle  of  the 
Powers  as  a  whole  in  Insisting  that  foreign  lives 
and  property  la  China  must  ba  ghrsn  tht  iminlsst 
protection.

Hie  eontentlon  advancad  is  that  whisky  cannot 
be  mads  outside  the  BrltUh  isles.  The  argu 

ment  is  that  "the  essential  tiling"  which  makes 
whisky  Is  not  malt,  or  any  other  constituent, 
but  the  weather  of  ttie  British  Isles.  It  may  be 
a  far  feti  !;'  >!  1  ii'i  i.t.oii,  but  It  is  ni  u.'erest 
that  there  have  been  a  number  of  royal  conunis 
slons  speeUlelally  created  to  deeMe  exactly  what 
whisky  is,  and  the  i;:,.  !' '  rable  definition  seems 
as  far  away  as  ever.  IX  the  Oerman  court  sub- 
scribed to  the  eontentlon  that  whisky  can  only 
be  mads  In  the  British  Isles  the  judgment  might 
have  far  reaching  significance.  It  might  even- 
tually stop  the  use  of  ^e  word  for  a  Canadian 
produrt,  thou^'h  It  rou:  '  '  .'.<\\y  interfere  with 
the  sale  of  distillers  in  the  United  States,  whose 
output  Is,  In  any  event.  Illegal,  and  it  does  not 
matter  very  much  what  it  Is  called. 

"The  "essential  quality"  of  whisky  seems  to 
have  defied  all  definition  my  legal  minds.  It  Is 
known  how  tiie  product  is  made;  It  is  known 
what  Its  eflect  Is;  the  word  Is  a  corruption  of  the 
Oaelle— usquebaugh;  there  are  Irldi  and  Scotch 
whiskies.  Up  to  the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth  It 
was  mads  in  ptlvate  stills  for  private  consump 
tloT  About  that  time  the  Industry  seems  to 
have  been  commercialized  and  since  then  it  has 
grown  to  large  pn^xirtlons.  There  is  no  drink 
which  varies  so  much.  How  good  or  bad  it  Is 
depends  on  a  variety  of  clrcumstanres,  and  one 
of  these  is  probably  not  only  the  climatic  con- 
ditions where  it  is  made,  but  also  the  quality  of 
the  water  that  is  used.  One  distillery  may  make 
several  brands  and  put  them  on  the  market  at 
several  ages.  One  thing  known  about  whisky  is 
that  in  the  Scottish  Hlgtilands.  drained  by  the 
River  Spey.  there  seem  to  be  qualities  In  the 
water  which  make  for  excellent  brands  of  the 
liquor  What  those  qualities  are  might  be  very 
difncult  to  prove  fn  court,  and  It  would  be  more 
difncult  still  to  show  by  any  process  of  analysis 
that  the  water  necessary  for  the  making  of 
whisky  is  peculiar  to  the  British  Isles,  or  that 
there  are  climatic  advantages  there  unequalled 
anywhere  dse  for  maaufaolvrliiff  purposes.

and  this  opinion  is  siiared  bv  smiic  of  fl.i  l.  'ter- 
wrltsrs.  'The  academic  standing  of  the  U.B.C  ." 
remarks  one.  "s  considerably  higher  than  that  of 
the  average  university."  "Our  University,"  says 
another,  "Is  a  flrst-ciass  State  University  and  is 
not  to  be  compared  with  the  small  private 
American  rolleges  of  lower  standing."  Another 
modestly  affirms  that  "certain  of  Its  dspartments 
are  equal  to  the  beat  In  Canada";  another  with 
greater  faith  declares  that  the  "U.B.C.  is  one  of 
the  best  universities  In  Canada.  Indeed  on  the 
continent,"  and  a  third  lays  it  down  .specifically 
that  the  "University  of  British  Col  at  the 

present  time  raoks  among  the  first  half  dozen 
on  the  continent" 

It  Is  not  necessary  at  '  uoment  to  enquire 
too  closely  Into  the  accuracy  ol  these  statements. 
It  Is  Just  pos8tt)le  that  there  might  be  some  con- 
troversy in  university  circles  such  as  those  of 
McQill,  Toronto.  Queen  s.  Harvard.  Yale.  Colum- 
bia, Johns  Hopkins.  Pennsylvania,  Cornell,  Chi- 
cago, Wisconsin.  Stanford,  for  example,  as  to  the 
Institutions  to  be  properly  included  in  "the  first 
half  dooen  on  the  conUnent."  Let  that  pass.  The 
opinions  of  tlie  students  may  not  all  be  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  facts,  but  If  our  young  and 
itnqntflng  University  does  not  quite  belong  in 
the  same  class  with  certain  Institutions  else- 
whart  which  possess  great  wealth  and  resources, 
as  wen  as  traditions  and  a  long  history,  we  can 
at  lea.«!t  hope  that  some  days  it  may  achieve  that 
high  standing.  If  the  scholarship,  teaching 
ability,  loyalty  and  professional  zeal  of  the 
teaching  staff  of  the  University  ran  be  depended 
on  to  do  In  the  future  what  those  qualities  have 
alrmdy  done  in  the  few  short  years  of  our  Uni- 
versity's hl,«!tnry.  we  ran  certainly  look  forward 
With  the  strongest  confidence  to  Its  futuft  use- 
fulness. 

In  the  opinion  of  several  who  have  written 
to  the  papers  the  students'  case  seems  to  be 
rather  weak  at  this  point.  The  suggesUon  that 
In  the  event  of  a  salary  "rut"  the  professors 
would  "desert  the  University  and  take  their 
braliii  to  the  Uialtsd  States"  has  evoked  con- 
siderable commSOt.  The  terms  "unsporting"  and 
"unpatriotic"  hava  been  used  to  characterise 
•oeh  a  eonrse.  Others,  again,  reiraid  the  sug- 
gestion as  a  libel,  not  only  upon  the  good  faith 
and  patriotism  and  sportsmanship  of  the  pro- 
fssson,  bat  also  upon  their  eeonomle  good  sense.

A  splendid  opportunity  In  efforts 
of  peace  was  presented  at  Shanghai 
before  forces  were  assembled,  if  the 
I/eague  had  demanded  that  China 
dismantle  hsr  forte  and  withdraw 
all  her  troops  from  the  Shanghai 
district,  this  would  have  given  no 
excuse  for  Japan  to  make  a  show 
of  forre  there,  m  fuel  the  iwwer.s 
might  have  demanded  tins  a.s  a 
safety  measure  for  their  larne  in- , 
terests.  trade  and  people  in  the  set- 
tlement. Just  as  they  rushed  troops, 
to  the  scene  for  that  purpose 

ToL  a  heathen  natkm  like  Japan, 
knowfaig  vhaT  Oftriiganlty  stands 
for  it  must  strike  her  as  absurdly 
mronslstent  that  she  can  spend 
millions  in  .^n-.erlcji  buying  war 
munitions  to  kill  people,  while  the 
United  States  Government  professes 
to  be  so  solicitous  in  urging  peace. 
And  of  how  much  more  hidden  in- 
consistency she  may  know  among 
all  civUiaed  nations 
know  the  extent 

I  think  there  is  a  tremendous 
amount  of  foundation  work  neces- 
sary before  the  League  of  Nations 
can  hope  to  .start  rearing  safe- 
guards for  international  peace.  One 
of  the  most  Important.  pcrha\)s,  Is 
to  lift  men's  minds  out  of  the  val- 
leys of  national  prejudices  and  let 
them  view  that  broader  outlook 
from  the  hilltops,  where  other  val- 
leys In  tbe  distanee  may  be  ssen 
for  the  flrst  time  in  their  mental 
vision.  In  other  words,  members  of 
the  League  of  Nations  should  travel 
more,  be  familiar  wltli  the  countries 
of  the  world  and  the  rharacter  and 
history  of  manv  peoples  Then  tlieir 
opinions  will  be  more  intelligent 
and  equttabto  and  earry  mere 
weight.
